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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

In response to the amend filed October 25, 2006 in which applicant amends claims 1-3, 6, 9- 
18, 21-30 and 33-37, adds new claims 38-50, and claims 1-50 are pending in this application. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
disclose nor teach according to claims 1, 12, 14 and 26, a game controller device for operating 
electronic trading system having memory to store a first set of controller signal relationships 
associated with a first user and with a first type of game controller; a second set of controller signal 
relationships associated with the first user and with a second type of game controller; a third set of 
controller signal relationships associated with a second user and with the first type of game 
controller; an interface application communicatively coupled to the memory, wherein at least one of 
the controller signal relationship associates one of the plurality of game controller signals with one 
of a plurality of trading system commands associated with electronic trading of financial 
instruments the interface operable to: identify a particular user associated with a particular game 
controller; identify a particular controller type associated with the particular game controller; 
determine at least one of the stored sets of controller signal relationships based at least in part on the 
identified user and the identified controller type; and determine the trading system command 
associated with the particular game controller signal based at least in part on the at least one 
determined set of controller signal relationship in combination with the rest of the claimed 
limitation. The closest prior art of Mazza and Niedzwiecki disclose trading system controller having 
a configuration engine for mapping buttons on a game controller to specific regions within the 
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proprietary applications with pre-installed set configuration operations to integrate with popular 
trading applications, an adapter that allows the user to specify which key scan code or combination 
of codes are sent to the computer when a particular button is pressed or other input decision actions 
being made on a particular controller; a program mode permits manual configuration and the 
customization of different types of game controllers. Mazza and Niedzwiecki fails to disclose 
identify a particular user associated with a particular game controller; identify a particular controller 
type associated with the particular game controller; determine at least one of the stored sets of 
controller signal relationships based at least in part on the identified user and the identified 
controller type; and determine the trading system command associated with the particular game 
controller signal based at least in part on the at least one determined set of controller signal 
relationship in combination with the rest of the claimed limitation. Claims 2-11, 13, 15-25 and 27-50 
are allowed through there dependency.
